Possible Sources of Outside Help 

The Armed Forces. Instructions 
have been issued by the Department 
of National Defence to the Officers 
Commanding the Military Districts 
whereby certain Corp Troops, Veteran 
Guards, ete., will be released for har- 
vest work. This release does not ap- 
ply to those in training, and it is with- 
out pay and without many of the pri- 
vileges that the soldier ordinarily en- 
joys.. The number coming within the 
scope of this order is so limited that 
very little help can be anticipated 
from that source. The strongest re- 
presentations possible, in view of the 
military situation, have been made by 
the Alberta Department of Agricult- 
ure to the Department of National De- 
fence, National War Services and the 
Federal Department of Agriculture, 
pointing out the serious situation that 
exists and urging that, if at all pos- 
sible. members of the Armed Forces 
in training who have experience in ag- 
riculture and are willing to help with 
the harvest should be released on fur- 
lough to give such help.

@No date has been set for the forth 
coming bye-election in Edmonton 
made necessary by the death of D. M.

DAY OF PRAYER 

@His Majesty the King has decreed 
that Sept. 3, the anniversary of the 
outbreak of the war, be observed as a 
national day of prayer. It is anticipat- 
ed that Canada will join with other 
units of the commonwealth in obsery- 
ing this decree. 
@A step of far reaching importance 
in provincial health circles was taken 
this week with the announcement of 
Hon, Dr. W. W. Cross, minister of 
health, provincial govern- 
ment is now prepared to provide free 
surgical treatment for cancer suffer- 
ers, upon recommendations of the Al- 
berta Cancer Clinic. At the last ses- 
sion of the legislature an appropria- 
tion of thirty thousand dollars 
made for this purpose. Directed by 
Dr. G. H. Malcolmson who is recogniz- 
one of Canada’s outstanding 
cancer specialists. Free clinics in Cal- 
gary and Edmonton have handled 1800 
cases since they were opened in 1941. 
Up to now tree diagnosis, x-ray, and 
radium treatments have been given. 
According to the director anly 40 per 
cent of those sent to the clinic were 
found to be suffering from Cancer. 
The remainder were sent home reliev- 
ed of all worry. He stresses that early 
diagnosis and early treatment are the 
best means to eliminate this growing 
disease and intimates that the neces- 
Sary step in the Alberta Cancer pro- 
gramme will be free provision of hos- 
pital facilities.

“This war must be the Armageddon 
and our day must be the end of the 
world,” is a statement that I have 
heard very frequently in this as well 
as in the former World War. 

MY ANSWER? It is the story of two 
travellers in the Pyrenees Mountains. 
One had never gone that way before 
and the first night they pitched their 
tent on one of the higher plateaus. 
Towards morning, with the first grey 
streaks of dawn, all nature appeared 
suddenly in the grip of violent con 
vulsions, the winds threatening to up- 
root everything in sight. The inexper- 
ienced traveller, frightened almost to 
death, hastened to awaken his com- 
panion: “Wake up! Wake up!!” he 
cried, “this must be the end of the 
world.” 

“No, not the end of the world, but 
the dawn of a new day in the Py- 
renees,” calmly replied his more ex- 
perienced companion. 

“Not the end of the world, but the 
dawn of a new day!” At least we can 
make it that! Many good people be- 
lieve this struggle predicts the end of 
the world. It could be that as well as 
the other! But it can be the birth 
pains preceding the new and better 
day to be ushered in soon. For this 
war has brought us to a rude awaken- 
ing of the fact that the world order we 
had created for ourselves was very far 
removed from the ideals of a Christian 
World Order. 

God, both in nature and fn ‘historw 
has a way of discarding old systems 
that have outlived their usefulness, 
and discards them in a manner that 
appears catastrophic to us. Especially 
among the higher forms of life where 
intelligence has entered the field, a 
new birth is marked by preceding pain 
and suffering. Today all civilization 
is in travail and pain waiting to bring 
forth a new and better world order for 
all humanity. 

All around us a divine discontent is 
running alongside of the death, suffer- 
ing and destruction that mark this day 
in the history of humanity. The mean 
ing of this divine discontent may well 
be that first step in the upward climb 
of men’s souls towards higher levels 
of christian living. It can be, and 
should be a new level that will bring 
us closer to God and more fully into 
harmony with the Divine plan for the 
brotherhood of all mankind. 

But let us be watchful and diligent 
that our labors produce more than 
merely a storm of destruction, that it 
bring forth the spirit of brotherhood 
of man. No other meaning can we at- 
tribute to the recent Delaware Con- 
ference and the meeting of these 
other groups that have insisted that 
this struggle must result in a better 
world order for humanity, It must not 
be allowed once again to issue only in 
still-born hopes never realized. 

The old Order was splendid in its 
day. To it we owe much that has 
made life richer and more worthwhile. 
But now it is hoary with age, senile 
and decadent in its performance of 
service to humanity. 

The first grey streaks of dawn are 
already on the horizon and they point 
towards a new order that will be bas- 
ed on equal rights and opportunities 
for all individuals and nations alike, 
“God’s earth and all His bounties for 
all of God’s people on this earth,” 
must be its motto and we must learn 
to practise this ideal. 

This will mean fellowship and com- 
munity of all nations. Our Christian 
hopes and ideals work in that direc- 
tion now. Christian Missions must 
now become something more than 
they have been. More than a sharing 
of our hopes beyond the grave. They 


must produce a fellowship of hopes 
ideals and purposes as well as a shar- 
ing of God’s bounties in the material 
things of life. For this we need new 
vision and faith. A faith that will 
bring a complete reversal of the 
white man’s attitude towards peoples | 
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When our pioneer grandparents had a big job to 
do they called in their neighbours. A barn raising 
brought help from miles around.
